Nineteen stu dent engineers recently spent a fu ll day at Texas 
Eastern’s Lebanon, Ohio, station seeing at first hand some 
practical applications oi modern engineering in the trans­ 
mission of natu ral gas. 
At the station, the University of Cincinnati stu dents, 
selected for their scholastic standing, saw how knowledge 
gained in the classroom is pu t to work in actu al pipeline 
operations. Notebooks in hand, they inspected pu mping and 
pipeline equ ipment that moves over 740 million cu bic feet 
of gas a day on its way to homes and indu stries.
